Be it enacted by Parliament in the Nineteenth Year of the

(mi) the Taxation Laws (Amendment and Miscellaneous

(i;m) the Finance Act, 1966,

the Acts aforesaid respectively took effect, to estate duty in 
respect of agricultural lands situate in the territories com¬

STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 

Several amendments were made to the Estate Duty Act, 1953 
through some enactments made by Parliament during the period of 
operation of the Proclamation of Emergency. Although the power 
to legislate for estate duty in respect of agricultural land vests in the 
State Legislatures by virtue? of Entry 48, List II of the Seventh 
Schedule to the ConstituLion, Parliament has power under article 250 
ot the Constitution to legislate in respect of agricultural land as well 
while a Proclamation ot Emergency is in operation. The amend¬ 
ments made to the Estate Duty Act during the period of operation of 
the Proclamation of Emergency, therefore, apply also in respect of 
agricultural land, but these will cease to have effect in relation to 
agricultural land on the expiration of six months after the Procla¬ 
mation of Emergency has ceased to operate. This period of six 
months will expire on 9-7‘-I968. The State Legislatures of Gujarat, 
Madras, Maharashtra and Rajasthan have passed resolutions under 
clause (1) of article 252 of the Constitution authorising Parliament 
to apply the amendments made in the Estate Duty Act, 1953 during 
the perio'd of operation of the Proclamation of Emergency to agricul¬ 
tural land situated in those States. The Bill accordingly seeks to 
amend the Estate Duty Act, 1953 to provide for the continued 
operation of the amendments referred to above, in relation to agri- 
Lultura] land situated in the States of Gujarat, Madras, Maharashtra 
and Rajasthan and also any other States which the Central Govern¬ 
ment may notify in this behalf in the Official Gazette after resolu¬ 
tions have been passed by the Legislatures of those States adopting 
the said amendments under clause (1) of article 252 of the 
Constitution.
